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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-4, 7-12, 15, 17, 23 and 25 stand allowed, with claims 6 and 19 
standing objected to, but allowable if corrected. Claims 20-22 stand rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

In order to advance this application to allowance, the Applicants are 
requesting amendment of the pending claims to cancel claims 20-22, and to 
correct claims 6 and 19. Specifically, claim 6 would be amended to delete the 
word "continuous," so that this claim would refer to the belt first recited in claim 
1. Claim 19 would be amended to correct its dependency to claim 15, in 
accordance with the Examiner's helpful suggestion. 

CONCLUSION 

The Applicants respectfully request entry of the requested amendments 
and issuance of a Notice of Allowance for claims 1, 3-4, 6-12, 15, 17, 19, 23 and 
25.
